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“Orange Decline” Forces Revision 


Of State Citrus Quarantine Areas 


County Here 
Miected by 
New Order 


Of interest to citrus growers 
and nurserymen will be the de- 
tails of a quarantine arca revision 
made because of the prevalence ot! 
the “quick decline of oranges” 
made public today. 

Since the sweet orange 


host of the virus known as “quick 
decline of orange trees,” only 
trees or propagative parts of the 
sweet orange are subject to the 
quarantine. 

The announcement of the quar- 


antine revision was made by H. 
A. Crane, agricultural commis- 


sioner, department of agriculture. 

The area under quarantine in- 
cludes portions of the counties of 
Los Angeles, Orange, Riverside 
and San Bernardino and encom- 
passed a segment of citrus groves 
south of the Tehachapi moun- 
tains. 

Mcvement of the sweet orange 
trees or propagative parts is per- 
mitted into the quarantined areas, 
and certain movement is permit- 
ted within the area, However, | 
movement within the area is sub- 
ject to the approval of the agri- 
cultural commissioner. | 
are exempted from the | 
regulations as well as sweet or- 
ange root stock used solely as 
such for species of citrus other | 
than sweet orange. Hence, grape- 
fruit, lemons and other species 
on sweet orange root stocks are 
not restricted.

This Life We Live

In the August edition @f TODAY, issued by a church 
which I know and deeply appreciate, one Dr. W. H. Ver- 
nor. wrote concerning Christianity and personality. He 
said, that Christianity does not make people colorless buf 
gives them personality: in fact, it makes them dynamic. 
He siated that in his opinion religion does not detract from 
a man’s ability or personality, but adds much to a man’s 
power to make a life good and useful. He said that Jesus 
while on earth was concerned in making men and women 
better. He added, “Jesus made men into the genuine ar- 
ticle”, or something to that effect. 

The booklet fell into the hands of a college classtnate 
of mine in Ventura. He told me that he purposed to write 
to Dr. Vernon ‘at once, then decided to take it out on me, 
since Vernon is‘my middle name. He wrote, 
“The article stdted that you cannot keep 
from revealing yourself no matter how much 
you try. Your actions will show forth your 
true self, no matter how you try to conceal 
it, no matter how wise or clever you are. 
It also says that Christ is interested in the 
development of persona’ity today just as He 
was when on earth. You also tell me that 
true religion does not destroy a man’s abil- 
ity to earn a living and that it adds to his ability to MAKE 
A LIFE. I wish to challenge that siatement this morn- 
ing.” 

From that point my friend went on to relate the ex- 
perience of a younger son who was standing in line at a 
defense plant. This boy had been rejected by the gov- 
ernment when he tried to enlist in the armed forces. While 
he was waiting in line for an interview with the head of 
the department a very keen-eyed man came along and 
locked at every man and woman, and tagged certain 
ones and asked them to step out of the line. This young 
man supposed he was being selected for special consid- 
eration or for appointment to some special department of 
work. Such was not the case, for he was tagged for rejec- 
tion. They never reached the office for consideration. 

The people thus rejected were largely college men and 
women with character in their faces and posture and fixed 
purpose showing in their personality. They were people 
not easily coerced or dominated or easily forced into com- 
promising positions. They were thus early rejected by. the 
personnel department of a great government composed 
of the people and by the people. Then this friend added, 
“You need not tell me Christianity adds to a man’s ability 
to earn a living. Think this over. and write me.” I am 
writing him this morning. But I did more than to write 
him today, for a few weeks ago I drove to his home for 
an unhurried talk of this situation and on many other 
things that concern lives and men. 

So it is in this world of real life and living. The ideal 
does not get us far and the REAL often jumps up and 
spits in our faces. But we fail if we accept this condition 
without a fight, and surely we fail if we accept it with, 
out protest. But we ought to fight like Christians fight for 
honesty, and an opportunity for our young people of this

Russia Rejects Small Nation 
Demands for Voice in Treaties 


LONDON, Jan. 24. ®—U.S.S.R. 
stood firm today in rejecting 
small nation demands for an equal 
voice in writing the German and 
Austrian peace treaties, declaring 
the Big Four powers had “paid in 
blood” for the right to dictate 
peace terms. 

Feodor T. Gousev, deputy: So- 
viet foreign minister, sharply 
challenged claims by Australia 
and other small nations to the 
right of full participation in the 
deputies’ conference now prepar- 
ing preliminary treaty drafts for 
meeting in Moscow in March. 

“This right to draft treaties 
was not grabbed,’’ Gousev snap- 
ped at last night’s session, autho- 
itative American sources report- 
ed.
